Rafet Pasha sprang the news of the 
change in government in a dramatic 
manner on the allied generals. The 
generals had summoned Rafet to dis- 
cuss the question of the admission of 
Kemalist gendarmes to the Gallipoli and 
Chanak zones.

If necessary, I will see that adequate 
and competent machinery is set up 80 
that the courts may deal 
with those who commit crime.

France has almost given up hoping for 
anything from the present Administra- 
tion except in the way of advice which, 
according to a view much expressed 
here, takes but little account of actuali- 
ties in the European situation. For 
instance, France is being constantly 
teld to reduce her military expenditure 
in order that she may be able to pay 


her debts. Yet the French point out 
that the military expenditure for the 
ear is only 4,500,000,000 francs, while 

e bill for reconstruction is over 14,- 

,000,000. Many Frenchme. have be- 
gun to regard America as a country 
without a world policy or any policy 
except that of giving unpractical advice 
to others. 

In the Echo de Paris today Pertinax 
Bums up the situation in a fashion in 
which a Jarge body of Frenchmen is 
beginning to regard the results of the 
republican régime. He writes: 

**In a few days we shall know the re- 
sult of the American elections. Some | 
people are awaiting them with the great- | 
est impatience.

through the orthodox obligatory Dutch 
civil marriage ceremony. The Burgo- 
master of Doorn, who officiated, read 
the articles of the Dutch code regard- 
ing the rights and duties of marriage. 
According to this code, the husband and 
wife owe each vther mutual loyalty, 
fidelity, aid and comfort, and pledge 
themselves to support and educate their 
children. The husband is head of the 
family. The wife owes obedience to her 
husband; she Is obliged to live with 
him and follow him wherever he de- 
cides to establish himself. The husband 
is obliged to receive his wife in the 
house which he inhabits and is obliged 
to protect her and supply her with 
necessaries commensurate with his 
means and social position, 

The simple Dutch ceremony ends: 
“Will you take this woman as wife, 
this man as husband?"’ The ex-Kaiser 
and the Princess were officially re- 
ported to have answered “ Yes"’; where- 
upon the Burgomaster, according to 
Dutch custom, eet to the married 
couple a so-called marriage book and 
family register, with blank spaces for 
entering the birth dates and names of 
twelve children. 

A donation to the local poor-box by 
the ex-Kaiser marked the end of the 
regulation civil marriage ceremony. 


No Glimpse of the Bride. 


The ex-Kaiser had taken the utmost 
yrecautions, which were successful, to 

eep himself and his bride invisible to 
the multitude. The couple entered their 
waiting automobile under cover of the 
archway of the lodge house and soon 
after noon the honeymoon car, with its 
blinds down, shot out from under the 
archway and sped to the House of 
Doorn. 

No ovation marked the_ departure. 
The disgruntled American, English and 
Dutch photographers, angry at being 
euchred out of a chance to “ shoot ”’ tha 
ex-Kaiser, raised an ironic chorus of 
‘‘ Hochs,’’ in wnich the populace joined. 
There were jeers and again humorous 
shouts of ‘‘ Beaver!’’ ‘‘ King Beaver !’’ 
Then the disappointed crowd melted 
away. The greatest show in Doorn vil- 
lage history was over. A stampede of 
visitors to get away in the quickest pos- 
sible time ensued. 

Meanwhile the very simple religious 
marriage ceremony started on schedule 
time, 12:30 P. M., In the hall of the 
House of Doorn. In the flower-filled 
hall an altar had been erected. The 
ex-Kaiser’s favorite court preacher, Dr. 
Vogel of Potsdam, officiated. The re- 
ligious service pegan with the singing 
of two German Lutheran hymns; 
“Jesus, Lead Me,” ‘‘ Take My Soul 
Into Thy Hands,” followed by the 
Lord’s Prayer. Dr. Vogel preached a 
600-word sermon on the text, 1. Co- 
rinthians, xili., 18. Then the ex-Kaliser 
and the Princess xnelt before the altar 
and were married according to the 
ritual of the Prussian State Church, 
concluding with the benediction. 

A simple wedding luncheon followed.

DOORN, Holland, Nov. 5 (Associated

Princess Hermine of Reuss were mar- 
ried today at the House of Doorn, 
where the War Lord abides in exile. 
| His secona matrimonial venture was in 
strange contrast with that of the day 
in 1881 when as heir presumptive he 
wedded Augusta Victoria, daughter of 
Grand Duke Frederick of Schleswig-| 
Holstein.

POTSDAM, Nov. 5 (Associated Press).

DURING RODEO STUNT 


Cowboy, Trying to Leap From 
Horse to Animal's Back, Is 
Severely Injured. 


RESCUED BY COMRADES 


Two Other Star Riders, Hurt by 
Bucking Broncos, Have to With- 
draw From Contest. 


Gored by a frenzied steer as he tried 
to leap to its back from a _ pbuckin 
bronco in Madison Square Garden las' 
night, Flim Caske, famous as a cowboy, 
furnished the greatest thrill of the rodeo 
in which two others ended exciting rides 
around the arena in painful spills. 
Flim, rescued by comrades, limped off 
amid the cheers of the spectators, got 
into street clothes and went to his New 
York home, the Hotel Gramercy. B 
the time he reached there he was wea 
from loss of blood. He telephoned for 
an ambulance and Dr. Isaacson took 
him to Bellevue Hospital, where it was 
found one of his internal organs ap- 
parently had been punctured. 

The - accident happened about il 
o'clock as a climax to the ‘ bull- 
dogging,’’ which has been one of_the 
most hair-raising stunts of the Wild 
West exhibition. Flim spurred his horse 
to a swift ace, even thougr the 
rowels were shod in leather at the in- 
sistence of the American Society for. the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. Then, 
nosing the animal close to the haunches 
of a galloping bull, he leaped for its 
back. The trick is to seize the steer 
by both borns, thus ending the swing 
through the alr with a jerk and land 
on its back. If the hold is a good one, 
the rider can vault to the animal’s back 
even if his movement carries him on 
over it at the Jurep. The steer tossed 
its head just as Flim grabbed for the 
horns. He got the left horn, but missed 
the right and the angry animal shook 
him free and plunged one horn into 
his side. 

Two other star riders were backed 
out of the bronco contest yesterday. 
Hugh Strickland and Jesse Coates drew 
two of the worst horses in the round- 
up, and landed on ‘the tanbark after 
only a few jumps, both of them so 
badly hurt that they will not be able 
to take part in any more of the contests 
for the $25,000 in prizes.

LONGUET REPARATIONS PLAN 


He Would Have German Techniclans 
Rebuild France With French Labor. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Mass., Nov. 5.—Jean Lon- 
guet, grandson of Karl Marx, former 
Socialist member of the French Cham- 
ber of Deputies and now editor of Le 
Populaire, speaking on ‘‘ The Growin 
Role of Internationalism’’ at the Ol 
South Forum today, declared that the 
Socialists of France, Germany and Bel- 
gium have advanced the only practical 
solution of the German reparations 
problem in recommending the rebuild- 
ing of the devastated areas of France 
with German materials and technicians 
and French labor. Three-quarters of the 
population of the war area still live in 
miserable huts, he said, whereas if the 
Socialist scheme had been carried out 
they would now have decent homes. 

Outlining the growth of the Socialist 
movement throughout the world, M. | 
Longuet declared that its great cause 
had been the fight for the maintenance 
of peace and the abolition of war. 

He described the League of Nations 
as a seed of something that can be 
done in the future, and held that it 
should be made a league of people 
themselves. He also spoke of the Wash- 
ington Conference for the Limitation of 
Armament as a step in the right direc- 
tion, and expressed the belief that the 
Four-Power 
France. 

Questioned at the close of his address 
as to why the Turks had been allowed 
to have their way and why the prom- 
ises to the Armenians had been aban- 
doned, he severely criticised the atti- 
tude taken by the Allies toward the 
Turks at the close of the war. He said 
the Turks, like everybody else, had the 
right to live, and the severity of the 
Mies’ terms almost denied them that 
right.

RICH CHICAGOAN KILLED 
IN RENEWED WARD FEUD 


Contractor Is Added to a Score of 
Other Victims of Past 
Two Years. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 5.—A renewal of the 
Nineteenth Ward feud, which has cost a 
score of lives in the past two years, was 
seen tonight in the aSsassination of John 
Scully, a wealthy contractor, who was 


shot down in the street by two men with 
sawed-off shotguns, The slayers escaped. 

Scully, who was 60 years old, and who 
had been active in politics, was walking 
along the street near his home when 
neighbors heard a fusillade of shots and 
found him, riddled with bullets, lying on 
the sidewalk.

Steinmetz Says the Limits of 
Physical Knowledge Make It 
an Inconclusive Basis. 


LAWS OF LOGIC NOT FINAL 


| Engineer in Address to Unitarlans 
| Declares Religion Must Al- 
ways Rest on Belief.

SCHENECTADY, N. Y.,~Nov. 5.— 
Science and religion are not necessarily 
| incompatible, but are different and un- 
| related activities of the human mind, 
| said Dr. Charles P. Steinmetz, consult- 
ing engineer of the General Electric 
Company, in an address prepared for 
delivery today in All Souls’ Church on 
the annual Laymen’s Sunday of the 
Schenectady Chapter of the Unitarian 
Laymens League. 
| Speaking of ‘‘ The Place of Religion 
in Modern Scientific Civilization,’’ Dr. 
Steinmetz declared that there could be 
no scientific foundation of religion, but 
| that belief must always remain the 
foundation of religion. The negative 
answer of science, he insisted, was not 
conclusive on the question of infinity in 


time and space, immortality and God, 
and the question was still ‘as open as 
it ever was.’’ 

Dr. Steinmetz said, in part: 

‘‘ Religion may be defined as dealing 
| with the relations of man to superior 
éntities, usually conceived as individ- 
uals; that is, a personal God or personal 
gods. Science deals with the conclu- 
sions derived by the laws of logic from 
our sense perceptions.

SELLERS began her inquiry into “ Wo- 
men Electors and Their Ways,’’ whose 
results she records in The Cornhill 
Magazine, among the workingwomen.

Most of these women haven't the 
time to read newspapers or go to polit- 
‘fecal meetings. They know nothing 
jabout politics. They do know that 
| political campaigns take their men

lare many exceptions. Miss SELLERS 
found workingwomen in the country 
more often than in the city “ who, 
“husband and children notwithstand- 
“ing, are keenly interested in public 
*‘ affairs and have well-thought-out 
** opinions.’’ Will the average work- 
ingwoman vote? Not unless her hus- 
|band induces her to, Miss SELLERS 
| thinks, and even then she is Ikely 
enough to vote against his candidate. 
That is a speculative opinion, but it is 
a plausible theory that the wives of 
Labor partisans look upon a Labor 
nominee as a nominee of the trade 
unions, and what with strikes, unem- 
ployment, union dues, the Labor wo- 
manfolk don’t dote on trade unionism 
at present. 

The workingwomen detest “them 
Bolshies "'; either admire royalty gen- 
| erally and King Grorce in particular, 
land attribute to him what has been 
done that they find good or hold him 
responsible for whatever is bad.

These wo- 
men are poorer and haye more to 
worry about than those of the “class ’’ 
below them. They have a grievance 
in that they have to pay for what has 
been done by the State for the benefit 
of that “ class.’’ They are discontent- 
ed, resentful. By them, perhaps, 
any change of Ministry may be 
thought an improvement. Among the 
educated women some are keen politi- 
clans, political experts, and a far 
greater number are “thoroughly 
well informed in matters political.’’ 

The average educated woman, the 
woman of the classes, is undoubtedly 
more interested in education and social 
questions generally than the unedu- 
cated, more interested, too, In what 
concerns rates and taxes than those 

who do not pay them; but in purely 
political questions, questions of polit- 
ical principle, political policy, she is 
no more interested than the average 
woman of the uneducated masses. 

So, at least, it seems to me. None 
the less there is, of course, much 
more chance of her voting when the 
election comes, For she probably 
knows one’ or other of the candidates, 
and is therefore interested in him, or 
in something he has done or is trying 
to do. 

Inevitably, such an inquiry as Miss 
SELLERS made can’t cover more than 
the tiniest bit of the superficies of the 
matter, and it is an old story that 
persons pumped by political sociol- 
ogists are refractory or deceptive.

THE COINS OF CROESUS. 

The gold coins of Crozsus which 
have been safely brought through the 
fires of Smyrna from the site of an- 
cient Sardis to New York are but an 
earnest of the treasures of art which 
are in the way of recovery by 
cavation in that city in Asia Minor 
where King Crorsus lived in the sixth 
century B.C. They are, at the same 
time, so many medals of honor for 
the archaeologists whose American 
leader, Howarp Crosspy BUTLER of 
Princeton, lost his own life in recov- 
ering for the world some of its for- 
gotten history. His quest among 
buried cities through the Syrian desert 
and in Asia Minor has been one of 
the modern romances. A man of 
greatest gentleness of manner and 
voice, he faced what seemed insupera- 
ble obstacles, and even death, com- 
pelled the admiration and co-operation 
of nomads of the desert, and, with a 
will of steel, vanquished all obstacles 
and reached his objectives. 

It was to the “ angel of the church 
of Sardis ’’ that the message was sent: 
** Thou hast a name that thou livest 
and art dead.’’ The intrepid, patient 
research of this American teacher 
made this ancient city to live again 
before the eyes of men. He put the 
Recoverer by the side of the discoverer 
in the field of scientific adventure, and 
carried the imaginations of men back

THE AMENDMENTS, 

Constitutional amendments are often 
neglected by the voters because they 
are not well understood. The main 
interest being in the candidates for 
office, people do not take pains to in- 
form themselves about amendments of 
the Constitution, and either refrain 
from marking the ballot at all or de- 
cide against proposals of which they 
do not know the exact value. These 
difficulties ought not to arise in con- 
nection with either of the amendments 
to be voted on tomorrow. Both are 
short and clear and both ought to be 
adopted. The first merely seeks to 
clear up an ambiguity in the ex- 
isting Constitution relative to the 
return to the Legislature of mu- 
nicipal bills which haye been passed 
upon by the Mayors of cities. No 
substantive change is contemplated; 
it is wholly a matter of making the 
procedure plainer and more effective. 


| No objection to this amendment has 


been heard, and it ought to be adopted 
with virtual unanimity. 

The other amendment is the one 
which would add $4,000 to the salaries 
of the Judges of the Court of Appeals, 
thus making their compensation the 
same as that of Justices of the Su- 
preme Court in the First and Second 


Departments. The arguments for this 


| have been more than once presented 


in Tue Timzs, and seem conclusive. 
The total expense involved for the 
State would be less than $30,000 a 
year, and adoption of the amendment 
would do something to heighten the 


| prestige of the court and to relieve it 


trom the anomaly of reviewing the 


|decision of Justices of the Supreme 


Court who get higher pay than those 
of the superior jurisdiction. Our 
earnest advice would be to vote in 
favor of this amendment also. 


CANADIAN REPRESENTATION AT 
WASHINGTON. 

For at least two years it hag been 
indicated that Canada would have a 
diplomatic representative at Washing- 
ton. What his title should be and his 
powers were not determined, for the 
British Government had to be consult- 
ed. So long ago as the decision of the 
Arbitration Court in the Alaska boun- 
Canadians maintained 


Great Britain. But they 
seemed to have in mind limited treaty- 
OPPENHEIM lays it 
in his ‘ International Law ’’ 
‘* so-called States, as the Do- 
minion of Canada, can never be 
‘* parties to international negotiations; 
‘any necessary negotiation for a 
‘* colonial State must be conducted by

|there have been questions, mainly 


growing out of relations with the 
United States, in which Canada’s in- 
terest was supreme, Great Britain’s 
nominal; for instance, exportation of 
pulpwood to the United States, the 
Chicago Drainage Canal, levels of 
Lake Memphremagog and the Lake of 
the Woods, fishing rights on the sea- 
board and the Great Lakes, traffic on 
American and Canadian railways 
crossing the border. These matters 
concern Canada only. They are sub- 
jects of international negotiation, it is 
true, but not of the character contem- 
plated by OPPENHEIM. 

What the Canadians have justly con- 
tended is that as to all things vital to 
the Dominion as a neighbor of the 
United States she should haye the 
right to negotiate directly. Great 
Britain has acknowledged this. The 
Canadians have been authorized from 
time to time to negotiate treaties, But 
this concession must not be confused 
with the appointment of a Minister or 
diplomatic agent at Washington and 
his permanent residence there. Of late 
Great Britain has not objected. to the 
principle. The evidence is that in 
April, 1921, the Canadian Prime Min- 
ister, ARTHUR MEIGHEN, made the an- 
nouncement! 


It is intended to make the appoint- 
ment. There is one reason, and one 
only, why the appointment has not 
already been made, and that is be- 
cause the Government has not been 
able to decide on the best man to 
occupy this important post. 

A debate followed. Conflict sooner or 
later between the British Ambassador 
and the Canadian Minister-or diplo- 
matic agent would cause strained rela- 
tions between the Dominion and the 
British Government, it was argued. 
W. 8. FreLpina, the veteran Liberal, 
contended that until the British North 
American act was changed Canada 
would be a colony and dependency. 
Men of both parties talked of diplo- 
matic representation at Washington 
as a dangerous experiment. The 


Prime Minister closed the debate with 


ithe significant statement: 


We are going to take this step not 
because we are a nation and merely 
to express our nationhood. We take 
it for the service it is going to be to 
us. We take it because it will be a 
help to us, but it does illustrate the 
growing nationhood of the country. 

So did Canadian representation at 
Paris and at the Washington confer- 
ence. It may be supposed that the 
delay in making the appointment of a 
diplomatic agent at Washington was 
not due alone to the difficulty of find- 
ing the right man. The new departure 
called for conditions and qualifications 
from the British Government's point 
of view. Risk of conflict with the 
British Ambassador must be reduced 
toa minimum, Moreover, it must be 
understood that contiguity to the 
United States put the Dominion with 
her great commercial interests in a 
position to be represented at Wash- 
ington which could not be asserted for 
Australia on the other side of the 


world or for the Union of South 
Africa. 





BASIC CONDITIONS IMPROVING. 


It is noteworthy that fewer invest- 
ments are being made in tax exempts, 
and that more money is going into en- 
terprise. The sales of public bonds in 
October were $69,895,558, against 
$125,126,375 last year. How sharp 
the change is appears from the fact 
that for the year to Nov. 1 there was 
an increase of $100,000,000. On the 
other hand, 756 profit-seeking enter- 
prises were started in October, with 
aggregate capital of $651,577,890. The 
growth appears from comparison with 
634 companies started in the same 
month of last year, with capital of 
$508,394,000. 

Looking into the details, 
that there was in October 
in the capital going into railways of 
about $11,000,000, and an increase o: 
industrial capital issues of $78,409,000. 
For the year to date there was an in- 
crease of $44,500,000 in railway capi- 
tal and of $668,661,870 in industrial. 
These comparisons do not mean ex- 
actly seem to. The de- 
crease of railway bond issues and the 
surprising appearance of $18,781,2U0 
of railway share capital are both all 
to the good. On the other hand, the 
appearance of industrial bonds puts 
interest ahead of profits to a total of 
$540,451,370. Share issues of $364,- 
693,700 are not exactly water, but in 
good part represent refinancing by dis- 
tributions of surplus. The Journal of 
Commerce, which compiles these fig- 
ures, estimates that 30 per cent. of the 
new issues were to meet maturitles, 
and that there is indication of ap- 
proaching prosperity. 

This is confirmed by the increase of 
commercial discounts in the Federal 
Reserve system. This reflects a long

Now the old nickname of reproach 
has given place to one which is almost 
a term of endearment.

Its spies, he said, were for the most 
part ineffectual blunderers, whose ser- 
vice was of little value to Germany and 
not very dangerous to the Allies., The 
Germans, too, used, or tried to use, 
many women as spies, and that, accord- 
ing to Sir Basi, is always a mistake. 
If he is right, then innumerable ro- 
mancers are terribly wrong, for the 
woman spy, beautiful, unscrupylous and 
courageous, has been a favorite with 
many of them and an equal favorite 
with their readers.

‘“‘Levantine’”” is a 
word with so many va- 
riations of meaning, all 
of about equal author- 
ity, that WimLLiam Mc- 
Free need not be much disturbed because 
ene of THE TiIMES’s' correspondents 
scolded him mildly for misusing it. 

Strictly and originally, the Levant was 
the land stretching eastward from the 
eastern end of the Mediterranean—in 
other words, Asia Minor and as much 
further as anybody chose to extend it. 
By the Romans that country often, for 
administrative purposes, was called 
“‘ Oriens,’’ and ‘‘ Oriens’’ was changed 
‘* Anatolia,”” now in 
common and more carefully restricted 
usage. All three names have the same 
reference to the sunrise. A ‘‘ Levantine’”’ 
ought to be anybody who lives in Asia 
Minor, but it has come to be applied, 
loosely, to almost anybody living east of 
Greece, and, more specifically, to people 
there other than natives. The Greeks 
of today resent its application to them- 
selves, but if they wander eastward 
from home they often have to endure it, 

To Mr. MCFErE, apparently, anybody 
not a Turk who is more or less at home 
in that part of the world is a Levantine, 
and, as evidently, with him it ig not a 
term of affection. Perhaps his dislike 
of Levantines is as indiscriminating, 
and therefore as often unjust, as is the 
feeling which has led the French to 
give an unpleasant secondary meaning 
to the word “* grec.’”’

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SOME TARIFF COMPARISONS, 


Problems Presented by the Higher 
Rates of the New Tariff. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

On the basis of the rate of duties in 
the tariff schedules as published in THE 
New York Times I have made some 
comparisons of the Fordney-McCumber 
tariff with the Payne-Aldrich tariff and 
the Underwood tariff. According to 
these figures the Fordney-McCumber 
rates are 23 per cent. higher than the 
Payne-Aldrich rates in the 288 items 
where comparison is available. And 
even this 23 per cent. above the highest 
previous floodtide of protection of in- 
fant industries takes no account of the 
newly invented device of allowing tre 
President to raise rates still further by 
substituting American for foreign valu- 
ations. Nor does it take any account 
of the increases which may, as usual, be 
hidden in the reclassifications. 

Any casual reader of the schedules as 
recently given out to the press might 
be deceived into thinking that the Ford- 
ney-McCumber tariff its the lower, be- 
cause the casual reader is pretty apt to 
step reading early fn the alphabet, and 
it so happens, for some mysterious rea- 
son, that the first items alphabetically 
are actually lower in the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber tariff. The first thirty are lower 
by 15 per cent. and the next thirty by 
17 per cent. But if one reads beyond 
this he will find every subsequent group 
quite the other way, making on the 
final average the Fordney-McCumber 
tariff 23 per cent. higher. 

A comparison, schedule by schedule, 
of the Fordney-McCumber tariff with 
the Underwood tariff shows that the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff averages 59 
per cent. higher than the Underwood. 
For chemicals, oils and paints the Ford- 
ney-McCumber tariff is 82 per cent. 
higher than the Underwood tariff; for 
earthenware and glassware, 150 per cent. 
higher; for metals and manufactures of 
metals 103 per cent. higher; for wood 
and manufactures of wood, 115 per cent. 
higher; for sugar, molasses and manu- 
factures of these, 7 per cent. higher; 
for tabacco and manufactures of to- 
bacco, 10 per cent. higher; for agricul- 
tural products and provisions, 93 per 
cent. higher; for cotton manufactures, 
31 per cent. higher; for flax, kemp, jute 
and manufactures of these, 63 per cent. 
higher; for silk and silk goods, 26 per 
cent. higher; for pulp, papers and 
books, 16 per cent. higher. 

There are three cardinal reasons why 
the record-breaking Fordney-McCumber 
tariff deserves reprobation: 

1. It will raise the cost of living. 

2. Ita addition to the cost of living will 
come on top of a rise which is almost 
certain to come from other causes any- 
way.

3. It will make it difficult, if not im- 
possible, for America to collect the debts 
which Europe owes us.

FIAT WAGES. 


Favoritism im Remuneration and the 
Unprotected Pay Envelope. 


To the Editor of The New York Times; * 

Any decision showing favoritism in re- 
muneration to any one body of wage 
earners must consider the greater bodies 
of labor which must be guided by the 
purchasing power of an unprotected pay 
envelope. After all, there can be no 
successful economic analysis by labor 
boards or industrial commissions which 


fails to recognize as its principal factor - 


the earnings and buying ability of the 00 
or 70 per cent. outside of union domina- 
tion. Wages or commodities may ar- 
bitrarily come under price fixation for 
a time, or until] they come into long 
enough contact with this immovable 
fact; then the collapse is certain. 

Unreasonable demands by labor unions 
have only succeeded through tbe ti- 
midity of public. officials. All public 
work had been greatly retarded under 
war conditions, so that when this work 
was resumed the grand inflation in 
wages began. In practically all of this 
work the excessive wages demanded by 
labor have been 100 per cent. above the 
incomes of those who must assume the 
burden in their future taxes. 

The railroad, coal, lumber, cement, 
brick and every other construction ma- 
terial joined to the union operators have 
created a condition which time must 
work out in the problem of “‘ cause and 
effect.’” Just so long as public work 
continues we shall no doubt see inflated 
wages continue. No private operations 
could stand the strain.

Traffic Signal Lights.

Prevention of accidents at grade crossings 
is an all-absorbing topic. The railroads 
have long since reached an agreement on 
color and position signaling and their 
standards have been followed almost every- 
where.

SAYS POLICY DIVIDES JEws 


Dr. Macinnes In Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine Calls Turks 
“Arch-Criminals of World.” 


Zionism as a movement fs political, 
Mot religious, and unless the Zionists 
drastically change their ways there is 
no hope for the success of the movement 
in Palestine, aecording to the Right Rev. 
Rennie MacInnes, Anglican Bisnop of 
Jerusalem. Bishop MacInnes preached 
yesterday morning in the Cathedral of 
St. John the Divine, and the Cathedral 
Was crowded. The Bishop’ was wel- 
comed officially by Bishop William T. 
Manning. Bishop MacInnes came to 
this country to attend the triennial, Gen- 
eral Convention of the Episcopal Church 
in Portland, Ore., as the representative 
of the Archbishop of Canterbury. 

** Palestine is a country of many di- 
visions, not only racial and religious, 
but Moslem against Moslem, Jew against 
Jew, and, alas, Christian against Chris- 
tian,’’ said Bishop MacInnes. 

**Zionism has as its aim the estab- 
Hshment of Jewry, dispersed throughout 
‘the world, as a nation, and that nation 
located in Palestine. There are many 
religious Jews who are Zionists, but as 
&@ movement it has not yet shown that 
it has any use for religion at all. 

“This has caused a great division of 
mind, which now separates the Jewish 
world. Many of the most prominent | 
Jews inthis country have definitely | 
stated that they are opposed to Zionism 
as now presented and explained by its 
exponents. As a very prominent man | 
said to me the other day, himself a | 
rabbi, ‘ Zionism cuts at the root of our 
Philosophy. We are not a nation. We| 


do not want to be a nation. We are a | 
religion.’

‘“*So it is, also, that numbers of a 
thodox Jews in Palestine are very ner- | 
Vous about Zionism. And several of | 
them speaking to me have said, ‘ Can!

and not knowing the East, have by 
their aggressive actions and statements 
brought the Christians and Moslems of |

They have 
said, ‘ We intend to make Palestine as 
Jewish as England is English.’ 

‘That statement they have never de- 
nied, and it has struck fear, and now

Bishop MacInnes said the minds of 
men were turning more and more to 
Jerusalem. ‘‘ It is a land of discord and 
strife and opposition,’’ he said. ‘‘ What- 
ever is done by the Mohammedans in 
that little country will have its effect 
right through the Moslem world. 

* Bvery country over which the Turk 
has ruled has hated him and has longed 
for the time when his rule would be re- 
moved. All we hear nowadays to the 
effect that the Turk is a gentleman 
and that he is not near so bad as he 
is painted is not true. 

‘The Turk kills because he is a Mo- 
hammedan and because it is enjoined 
upon him that his place will be higher 
in Heaven if he kills a Christian. Every 
Christian a Mohammedan kills is 
another star in his crown. 

“The opinion of many in the Near 
Hast—and it is certainly my opinion— 
is that the Turk is the arch-criminal 
of the world. He is an escaped criminal. 
Unless the other nations of the world 
realize this there can be no permanent 
peace. I feel it is the task of every 
civilized country to deal with the Turk 
as a world mg 1 

Bishop Macinnes said once every year 
he held in St. George’s Cathedral, 
Jerusalem, a conference of seventeen 
religious bodies working in Palestine.

Urges Germany Give Guarantees.

BERLIN, Nov. 5.—Realizing the catas- 
trophal conditions with which Germany 
is confronted if the present efforts of 
the Reparation Commission and expert 
financiers assembled in Berlin should 
fail, Arthur von Gwinner, once Presi- 
dent of the Reichsbank and in Germany 
considered one of the highest authorities 
on financial and économic matters, 
writes in the Berlin Tageblatt:

But just as Trotsky exhorted the young 
Communists to stick to the struggle 
and not abandon hope because the goal 
is ‘‘far away, beyond the mountains,” 
so the message of Russia today to the 
oreign Communists is “tighten the 
\ ranks and fight on.’’

‘Furthermore, termination of the oc- 
cupation would restore our customs fron- 
tier from Basel to Weisel, now an open 
wound from which Germany’s life blova 
is flowing. 


Country Headed for Destruction. 


“Secondly, it is unthinkable that Ger- 
many should survive if even only the 
present drainings of her blood continue. 
Germany is compelled to supply 20,000,- 
000 tons of coal annually at thirty shil- 
lings, making 600,000,000 gold marks, 
equalling 800,000,000,000 paper marks. 
That alone suffices to kill German in- 
dustry and finance. ; 

‘*No competent Frenchman can be- 
Meve that his country would survive Ger- 
many very long. We must strive to live 
together or we shall die together. Ger- 
many lost six of her richest provinces— 
Sarreland, Alsace-Lorraine, Poland and 
West Prussia—meaning one-third of her 
cogl. basins, three-quarters of hér iron 
orés, two-fifths of her iron mills, nearly 
all her mercantile fleet and all her for- 
eign investments and colonies. During 
the war Germany sacrificed one-third of 
the nation’s wealth. We have no more 
room for our population and we can 
neither clothe nor feed it. 

“That gigantic German boiler must 
explode if the Reparation Commission 
and ‘Armies of Occupation continue to 
drain it. It must explode as the little 
| Serbian tea kettle exploded, which 
Austro-Hungarian statesmen thought 
they had scréwed down so tightly that 
nothing could happen. 

‘* Thirdly, we must have a breathing 
spell of at least three years, . during;

CHURCHGOERS SEEK 
ROPE FOR A NEGRO 


Police, With Revolvers Drawn, 
Rescue Prisoner From Crowd 
in Hell’s Kitchen. 


KISSED A WHITE: WOMAN 


Her Son Gives Chase to Negro, 
Who Defends Himself With 
Knife and Wrench. 


Churchgoers returning fo their homes 
yesterday morning in the neighborhood 
of Eleventh Avenue and Forty-7ifth 
Street were about to lynch a negro when 
a squad of policemen from the West 
Forty-seventh Street Station, with clubs 
unlimbered and revolvers drawn, made 
the negro a prisoner. 

Shortly after 9 o’clock the negro, Al- 
Phonso Mayo, formerly of Memphis, 
Tenn., who had been loafing in the heart 
of Hell's. Kitchen, saw 8-year-old Helen 
Ryan returning home from a store, 
where she had been sent by her mother. 
The negro followed her into the hallway 
of the building where the child lives, at 
546 West Forty-sixth Street. On the 
| lower floor he encountered Mrs. Pauline 
Wenzel, janitress of the building, who 
was on her way to the cellar. Mayo, 
| without warning, grabbed Mrs. Wenzel 
by the wrist and kissed her. She 
' screamed, and the negro ran upstairs to 
| the top floor, where he hid in a door- 
| way. 
| Mrs. Wenzel’s screams were heard by 
her son Adolph, 18 years old. who was 
sleeping on the lower floor, and by other 
tenants of the building. 
made for the top floor where Mayo, 
armed with a knife and a heavy wrench, 
crouched in a corner. As young Wen- 
zel reached the top step the negro ran 
forward, striking with the knife and 
wrench, hitting Wenzel on the wrist. 


Then the negro made his way down-! 


stairs and out into the street, running 
finally into the hallway of 606 West 
Forty-fifth Street. 

Word that Mayo had attempted to 
attack a white woman and child spread 
like wildfire and by the time he was 
dragged from the roof of the tenement 
where he had sought refuge a crowd of 
500 persons had collected at the en- 
trance to the lower hallway. The negro 
was already in a semi-conscious state 
from blows and kicks and, many were 
yelling to ‘‘ get a rope.’’ 

Policeman Cohn and Dunnigan tried 
unsuccessfully to rescue the negro, and 
someone telephoned to the station house. 
A .department car with Detectives 
Patric Maney and Patrick Flood 
hurried to the house, and when they 
reached there the crowd numbered 2,000. 
The policemen with guns drawn fought 
their way through the crowd until they 
reached Mayo, and after warning the 
crowd they would shoot if interfered 
with, hustled their prisoner to the wait- 
ing car and to the station. 


COL. DUNCAN B. COOPER DIES 


Death Recalls His Conviction for 
Slaying Former Tennessee Senator. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 5.—The 
| death last night of Colonel Duncan B. 
Cooper, 79 years old, recalled his con- 
viction as slayer of former United 
States Senator Edward Ward Carmack, 
on the streets of Nashville, in the Fall 
of 1908, during a heated political cam- 
paign. Colonel Cooper died after a brief 
illness. His funeral will be held tomor- 
row in his old home in Ashwood. 

The tragic death of Carmack at the 
hands of Colonel Cooper and his son 
Robin, now dead, was the culmination 
of one of the bitterest political fights 
in the history of the State. At the time 
Carmack was editor of The Nashville 
Tennesseean, following his defeat in a 
Democratic primary by Malcolm R. 
Patterson of Memphis for the Guberna- 
torial nomination. The Tennesseean 
was waging a bitter editorial war on 
Governor Patterson after his inaugura- 
tion, and the name of Colonel Cooper, 
as one of the staunch friends and ad- 
visers of the Governor, had often ap- 
peared in the editorial. columns. 

Word was sent to Carmack by a mu- 
tual friend that Cooper would not coun- 
tenance further public use of his name. 
The next day an editorial paragraph 
was written in which sarcastic refer- 
ence was made to Cooper. 

The death of Carmack occurred on 
the following day as he was approach- 
ing his apartments in the city. e€ was 
met by Duncan Cooper and his son 
Robin as he was talking to a woman ac- 
quaintance on the street. Shots were 
exchanged and Carmack fell with a fatal 
wound. Robin Cooper was shot in the 
breast, but he recovered. Colonel Cooper 
was uninjured. 
| . The trial resulted in the conviction of 
| both Coopers, the elder getting a sen- 
| tence of twenty years in prison and his 
| son a lesser term. An appeal wag taken 
to the Supreme Court. The court af- 
firmed the verdict in the case of Colonel 
Cooper and gave the son a new trial. 
As soon as the decision of the court 
was: announced Governor Patterson is- 
sued a pardon for Duncan Cooper. 
Robin Cooper’s case on retrial was dis- 
missed for want of a- prosecutor. 

Though never a candidate for office, 
Colonel Cooper had been an active polit- 
ical force. He was at one time editor 
and publisher of The Nashville Ameri- 
can, now extinct. 

Robin. Cooper met death under mys- 
terious circumstances several years ago. 
His dead body, the skull crushed, was 
found In 4 creek, beside which was 
found his automobile, the interior cov- 


ered with blood stains. His slayers were 
never apprehended.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 5.—Fred 
Moore, graduate athletic manager et 
Harvard, and Harold Woodcock, Yale’s 
athletic ticket director, have just con- 
cluded a two-day conference over grand- 
stand details for the Yale-Harvard 
afternoon in the bowl, Nov. 25. By 
comparing notes they. learned that the 
two universities have had 90,000 appli- 
cations for tickets from alumni-and un- 
dergraduates, on the basis of three 
tickets each. Only 76,000 seats can be 
constructed, including the temporary 
accommodations which have been made 


available for this year’s game. Deci- 
sion has just been reached to cut down 
the number of tickets allowed the 
alumni from three to two tickets each. 
Mr. Woodcock said today that under the 
conditions this step was imperative. 
Four years ago it was necessary to 
reduce the number of tickets allowed the 
alumni from four to three, and it was 
believed that this number could. be as- 
sured this year. Only after going over 
the entire situation have the two du- 
ate managers asserted that the further 
reduction from three to two must be put 
into effect during the game this Fall.

This dramatic ending of Britton must 
have been an inspiration to the thou- 
sands who witnessed it. The 37-year- 
old veteran always typified the best. in 
pugilism, both in his ring life and per- 
sonal habits. But he never typified the 
man more gallantly than last Wednesday 
night when he made what may have been 
his last ring stand. In his nineteen 
years of boxing Britton endeared him- 
self to the hearts of boxing followers

BASKETBALL 


The lack of discussion and dissension 
at the meeting recently held for the 
purpose of interpreting and clarifying 
the basketball! rules for 1922-23 indicates 
that the Rules Committee has done its 
work well. In past years basketball 
rules have probably created more dis- 
cussion than those of any other college 
sport. It was because of this that a 
special committee was appointed dast 
year to revise the rules governing the 
game. 

The most important change made 
this committee was to increase 
penalty for personal fouls coiamitted 
inside the 17-foot goal zone. Previously 
the penalty had been one free throw for 
the non-offending team and one per- 
sonal foul charged against the offending 
player. As amended the rule provides 
for two free throws for the non-offend- | 
Ing team and a personal foul cha. sed

the floor, and the additional penalty of | 
one personal foul will fall to the ‘ot! 
of the offending player. 

The new rule should also result fn 
eleaner play under and around the goal, 
where the game is most interesting 
when properly played. 

One other important change in the 
rules which was discussed and unant- 
mously approved at the interpretation 
meeting is the classification of four 
technical fouls under the head of viola- 
tions and no longer punishable with free 
throws, but by giving the ball to the 
non-offending team. These are run- 
ning with the ball, violaiing the Jump 
ing rule, the passing of the ball on a 
free throw and the second dribble. 

Roth of these changes should make 
toward an improvement in the game of 
basketball and should add to its rap- 
idly increasing popularity.

The City’s view is that Germany's 
financial complications are not at all 
likely to be unrivaled by the host of 
advisers at present assembled in Berlin. 
If there were anywhere confidence in 
such results we should certainly not 
have had marks still plunging down 
headlong. They sold last week at 29.500 
per pound sterling, which is equivalent 
to 123 for one penny. The Continent has 
been pressing marks for sale, but the 
London market is a very unwilling buyer 
and the fall in value is out of all pro- 
portion to the actual volume of business. 

Summed up, the City’s view is that 
until a moratorium is formally granted 
to Germany, and the German budget 
balanced out of revenue, every attempt 
to stabilize German exchange will be 
fruitless. In other words, drastic meas- 
ures are necessary and must be taken 
immediately if stabilization is not to be 
indefinitely postponed or rendered alto- 
géther impossible.

The company is prominent in the iron 
and steel trade and offered excellent 
security. The Powers Securities Cor- 
poration, which has influential con-

at a small premium. This issue did not 
go as readily as the other. The South 
Staffordshire Waterworks Company, 
which supplies the largest area of any

Well-secured industrial investments 
are thus being placed on a basis which 
ig very Httle less favorable than that 
obtainable by the gilt-edged class of se- 
curities.

Taking the pessimistic 
economic situation in Italy, 
newspaper, Il Mondo, thus sums up 
what it believes to be the trouble: ‘* We 
have an annual deficit of 7,000,000,000 
lire, a-national debt of 120,000,000,000 
lire, exclusive of the Interallied debts, 
and the lira stands at less than a quar- 
ter of its normal value at a time of the 
year when, owing to the seasonal reduc- 
tion of imports, its value should have 
risen. These three facts should wake 
up both the indifferent and the madcaps 
to the danger of the position. 

“We want a crusade of enlighten- 
ment. Our financial troubles should 
not be. Italy suffers not only from a 
deficit in its budget, but also from a 
commercial deficit. The agricultural 
output of the country is still below pre- 
war production. During the present 
year Italy will have to buy 3,500,000 
tons of wheat from abroad. Perhaps 
that is an overestimate. However, our 
food imports will certainly have 
larger than before 1914. The export of 
our food industries, which are of ex- 
traordinary importance, is hampered 
everywhere by hostile tariffs. 

“Our manufacturing industries tn 
general, and especially the engineering 
industry, are suffering keenly. Accord- 
ing to the statistics of the Federation 
of Italian Industries, national output 
has sunk to half the pre-war production. 
Emigration, which was one of the most 
important of our invisible exports, is 
hampered by the attitude of the United 
States toward immigrants and high rates

‘The greatly increased merchant ma-« 
rine suffers from the collapse of freights.

HIGH BANK RATE REDUCED. 


Bank of Finland’s Recent 9% Was 
the Highest in Europe.

Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ Issues Statement on 
Strike Agreement. 


MANY EASTERN LINES OUT 


Refuse to Negotiate With Unions— 
Estimated That 15,000 Men 
Are Still Out. 


Approximately sixty Class 1 railroads 
have up to the present time entered 
jato an agreement with the shopmen’s 
‘union on the basis of the Baltimore 
memorandum, which was the result of 
voluntary negotiations, according to a 
statement issued yesterday by the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches of Christ on 
the status of the railroad controversy. 

Roads that have signed the agreement 
with the union, it was stated, include 
such important systems as the New 
York Central, Southern Railway, Balti- 
more & Ohio, Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul, Chesapeake & Ohio, Seaboard 
Air Line and others _ representing 
approximately 65,000 to 70,000 miles of 
track. 

Certain other roads representing ap- 
proximately 30,000 miles have entered 
into agreements, not with the union, it 
was explained, but with their own em- 
rloyes as company organizations. The 
roads following this policy include the 
Illinois Central and the Southern Pa- 
cific. This leaves over half the mileage 
of the country unaccounted for in any 
terms of settlement. 

‘* Some systems,’’ said the council, 
‘“‘such as the New Haven, the Lehigh 
Valley, the Delaware, Lackawanna & 
Western, and the Delaware & Hudson, 
refuse to negotiate a settlement with 
the union and insist that they will not 
enter into an agreement.” 

Union leaders said last night that the 
strike in this region was being con- 
tinued against all roads except the Erie, 
the New York Central and the Balti- 


more & Ohio, which have signed the 
Baltimore agreement. They said that 
the settlements made between the mem- 
bers of the ‘‘ company unions"’ and 
the New Haven, the Lehigh Valley, the 
Pennsylvania and other roads would 
not be recognized by the shop crafts 
union, which went on strike last July. 

Of the 25,000 men who went on strike 
last July, union leaders’ estimated | 
yesterday that 15,000 were still out. The 
other 10,000, it was explained, had either 
returned to work on settled roads or 
had obtained employment’ elsewhere. 
Strike meetings are being held dally in 
the metropolitan district, it was ex-| 
lained, and relief is being distributed | 

y the various unions to needy members 
and their families.

September Income This Year 
Falls to Two-Thirds That of a 
Year Ago on Class 1 Roads. 


44 LINES SHOW DEFICITS 


Higher Operating Costs Are Attrib- 
uted in Part to Effect of the 
Shopmen’s Strike.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—The Asso- 
ciation of Railway Executives reported 
tonight that class one railroads of the 
United States in September this year 
had a net operating income of $58,428,- 
000, which represented a return on an 
annual basis of only 2.88 per cent. on 
their tentative valuation. 

The carriers in September, 1921, had 
a net operating income of $87,534,000, 
which was at the annual rate of return 
of 4.82 per cent. 

Reports show tbat the railroads failed 
by $63,099,000 of realizing a 6 per cent. 
return on their tentative valuation. 


They also failed by $58,000,000 of real- 
izing a return of 5% per ceni., the fig- 
ure fixed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in its decision some months 


ago. 

The rallroads in September had gross 
operating revenues totaling $499,879,000, 
an increase of two-fifths of 1 per cent. 
compared with September of last year, 
while their operating expenses amounted 
to $408,315,500, or an increase of 8.2 
per cent. over the same month last 
year.

— reports would indicate, were 
somewhat reduced by the added cost of 
the shopmen’s strike which began on 
July 1 last, and by increased expendi- 
tures on the part of the carriers in 
order to reduce the number of freight 
cars in need of repairs.

Gross Revenues Jump $10,000,000

With practically all. of the individual 
railway reports for the month of Sep- 
tember now issued, transportation quar- 
ters were enabled during the last week 
to judge the success of the roads in 
shaking off the effect of the coal and 
shopmen’s strikes, and to estimate more 
accurately the earnings chances of the 
roads during the last quarter of 1922.
